COLUMBUS. O., 
A u k . 13—(INS)— 
Former Congressman Robert J. Hunt­ 
ley, of Cleveland, running on a plat­ 
form urging repeal of the prohibition 
amendment, was leading by a margin 
of almost two to one early today In 
Ohio’s primary contest for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination for U. S. Senator. 
In 5473 out of 8956 precincts, Bulk- 
ley’s vote was 45,184, while his nea r­ 
est opponent, William J. Durbin, of 
Kenton, received 26,743 votes. Charles 
V. Truax, of Bucyrus, was running 
third with 21,151. 
In the Democratic race for Govern­ 
or, however, George White, of Mari­ 
etta, a dry, led his opponent, Stephen 
Young of Cleveland, who campaigned 
for modification, by almost two to one, 
thereby receiving prohibition support 
from the Democrats which compared 
favorably with the wet support given 
Bulkley. 
Returns from 5626 precincts gave 
White 82,750 votes and Young 47,621 
these two contests were tile outstand­ 
ing races in an otherwise dull pri­ 
mary. 
Governor Myers Y. Cooper and sev­ 
eral other state officers, as well as 
U. S. Senator Roscoe C. McCulloch, 
were without opposition on the Repub­ 
lican slate. Clarence J. Brown, pres­ 
ent secretary of state, opposed by Ed­ 
ward J. Hummel for renomination by 
the 
Republicans, 
was 
running 
far 
ahead. 
Ross Ake, of Canton, present treas­ 
urer of state, was 
running 
behind 
Harry S. Day, his nearest rival, by a 
vote of 76,172 to 45,677 in 3916 pre­ 
cincts in the only other Republican 
contest of note.

two years ago. 
Indications were that Norris would 
win by 30,000 and carry every county 
in the state. 
Earlier returns from 720 precincts 
had given Hie vote as 53,200 for Norris 
and 37,360 for Stebbins, with many 
Norris strongholds still to be heard 
from.

M. 
Hitchcock 
was leading Dr. Jennie Callfas, su p ­ 
ported by the dry and church groups, 
by the wide margin of 5 to I in the 
Democratic primary. 
Hitchcock had 
carried every precinct at a late hour. 
He was conceded an even chance of 
winning the election if he can keep 
members of his party away from Nor­ 
ris. 
Congressman Willis Sears was en­ 
countering a hard fight to retain his 
seat, being closely pressed by Malcolm 
Baldridge, Omaha attorney and former 
Yale football player. 
Governor Weaver was easily win­ 
ning the renomination for (iovernor, 
while ex-Governor Charles Bryan was 
clinching the Democratic nomination 
for the fifth time.
